Skip Van 
Leeuwen, Bellflower's "Flying 
Dutchman," renews a grudge 
fight with Jimmy Plain of El 
Sobrante in the amateur divi­ 
sion while Wayne Bowen, Ron 
Nelson, Dale Norlund and Bill 
Riley are the class of the first 
year riders.

PERENNIAL favorites Eddie 
Gray, Gardena, and Lloyd 
Dane, Buena Park, for the past 
half-decade kings of west coast 
stock car racing, try to head off 
it consistent pair of challengers,

Lynwood's Eddie Pagan and 
San Fernando's Ron Hornaday, 
in the big 100-lap NASCAR Pa- 
cifiq Coast Championship new 
stock car race at Ascot Park, 
Labor Day evening at 8:30 p.m.
